Mr, Chairman and Gentlemen, 


In presenting to you the Annual Report on the health and sanitary circumstances 
in your district for the year 1961, it is my pleasure to interpret the statistics 
and influence of the late Dr. ponald Longbottom and Dr. E. H. Gordon who was 
acting Medical Officer of Health during the later part of the year. 


In the untimely death of Dr. Longbottom in September 1961, the Council lost a 
wise and sound adviser who had served this area well and faithfully since 1948. 


Dr. Gordon was acting Medical Officer of Health in the interim period from 
September 1961 to Ist March 1962, when I took up my appointment. I am grateful 
to Dr. Gordon for undertaking this additional responsibility and especially so, 
for the sound and efficient way he carried it out. 


The district population increased by a further 3,310 during 19613 the 
Registrar General's estimate of home population (mid year) being 18,080, compared 
with 14,770 for 1960. This increase is due partly to the new building taking 
place in the area especially in Partington and partly due to the 1961 census following 
which, a more accurate figure could be given. 


There were 343 live births; although this was 68 more than in 1960, the birth 
rate was slightly lower than the national average. It is interesting to note 
that the illegitimate live birth percentage of total live births increased from 
2.9% in 1960 to 6.1% in 1961. Throughout 1961, the various infant mortality 
rates fell considerably compared with the previous year, and once again there were 
no maternal deaths. 


There were 139 deaths in 19613 the death rate being lower than 1960 and also 
lower than the national average. Of these deaths, 77% were persons over the age 
of 60 compared with 70% in 1960. 


Disease of the coronary arteries of the heart accounted for 25% of all deaths, 
an increase of 5% on the 1960 figures and again roughly three times more frequent 
in male compared with female deaths. There was, however, a dramatic increase 
in death from vascular lesions of the central nervous system in females (26 com- 
pared with 6 in males) compared with the previous year (13 female compared with 
11 male deaths). Death from respiratory disease (influenza, bronchitis and 
pneumonia) increased from 7 in 1960 to 18 in 1961 due to the influenza outbreak 
in the early months of 1961. It is pleasing to report that death from malignant 
disease did not rise significantly, in fact there were only 4 deaths from 
from carcinoma of the lung compared with 7 in the previous year. 


There was an epidemic of Measles throughout the whole division in 1961, and 
130 cases were notified in this district. In the main, the disease was mild and 
there were no deaths, 


Once again, there was an increase in the number of cases of Tuberculosis on the 
register. (119 compared with 106 in the previous year). This is due to the 
rehousing in Partington of persons from Manchester suffering from Tuberculosis. 
Despite this increase, I am pleased to report that there was no increase in the 
number of new cases notified during 1961 as compared with the previous year (3 in 
both years). There is very little risk of spread of this disease in new housing 
estates and it is essential for the treatment of these cases that they are given 
priority in rehousing from squalid slums, 


Fifty-six families were known to be living in unfit houses by the end of 1961. 
This is really no improvement on the previous year, when 56 families were also in 
similar circumstances. The same number of unfit houses (41) are still occupied. 
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Slum clearance is therefore virtually at a standstill in this district, and it 

is to be hoped that progress will be made during the year to reduce these figures. 
There is really no valid reason why this district should not be completely free 
from substandard dwellings, Of the 281 new houses completed during the year 
only 4 (1.4%) were constructed by the Council. The others were built either 

by Manchester Corporation or private enterprise. 


Thought should be given also to the building of dwellings suitable for the 
needs of older persons. This is specially desirable with the tendency for 
persons to live longer in this area. 


As can be expected, there was no decrease in the number of applicants for 
Council houses ( the list is still constant at a little over 200). 


During the year, there were 48 applications for site licences under the 
Caravan Sites and Control of Development Act 1960. Only 12 sites with a total 
of 98 caravans were approved. Thirty-six sites with 269 caravans were declared 
undesirable. Mr. Milburn and staff undertook the preparation and serving of all 
the enforcement notices and discontinuance orders-on these 36 sites. This 
entailed a great deal of extra work of a detailed character which was carried out 
in a thorough and conscientious manner. 


This caravan problem once again reflects the shortage of houses for rent - 
a problem which could be largely eased if the Council would undertake an active 
building programme. 


Owing to increased pressure of work, only 18 of the 130 registered food 
premises were visited during the year. Similarly, inspection of sanitary 
accommodation at shops, factories and firms were hardly undertaken. There was 
also no progress made with the survey necessary as a preliminary to the declaration 
of a smoke control area in Partington. It could not be said that these facts are 
satisfactory, and it suggests that with the steady growth of the district, it is 
becoming necessary to advise the need of appointing extra Staff in the form of an 
additional Public Health Inspector. 


I am most grateful to Mr. Milburn and staff of the department for their 
loyality to the late Dr. Longbottom, Dr. Gordon and laterly to myself.

In addition the Council own 7 unfit houses at Mobberley purchased in 1959 
for deferred demolition, one of which was closed during 1960. 


At Partington where 221 permanent dwellings have been completed by the Council 
Since 1946, 34 are let to persons employed at the Carrington Power Station and 106 
to overspill tenants nominated by Manchester Corporation (10); Stretford Corporation 
(59) and Salford Corporation (38) 


The dwellings erected at Partington by Manchester Corporation are part of an 
estate of approximately 1,200 dwellings of various types. 1,135 dwellings had 
been erected by 3lst December. 


Letting of Council Houses 


The letting of the Council's houses is the responsibility of the Housing 
Tenancy Committee and the Chief Public Health Inspector is responsible for the 
administrative work involved and also for certain other aspects of management 
such as the taking in of lodgers. 


During the year 32 new tenancies were created of which 4 were the result of 
exchanges between existing tenants, 3 exchanges with tenants of other authorities 
were agreed to. 


The list of applicants for houses continued to remain almost constant at a 
little over 200.

CARAVANS AND MOVEABLE DWELLINGS 


In October 1960, 48 applications for site licences under the Caravan 
Sites and Control of Development Act 1960 were received in respect of caravan 
sites where no planning permission was in force. These were referred to the 
Cheshire County Council for decisions as to the action to be taken under the 
Town and Country Planning Acts and in April 1961 the following decisions were 
mades =

Two sites with a total of 53 caravans were licensed in 1960 and the 12 
sites given permission in April 1961 were licensed in May, 


The department undertook the preparation and service of all the enforce= 
ment notices and discontinuance orders on the 36 sites to be cleared. 


One enforcement notice was quashed by the Minister on appeal and a short 
term consent and a second was withdrawn by the Council and a similar consent 
given. These sites were both used by the employees of large contractors work- 
ing on projects in the district. Two caravans on two other sites which were 
the subject of enforcement notices were removed but at the end of the year appeals 
against the remaining two enforcement notices and against the 30 Discontinuance 
Orders were awaiting hearing, and the caravan position therefore remained sub- 
stantially the same. 


A site for 65 caravans occupied by persons engaged on the new motorway 
being built through the district was licensed for the period of the contract. 
Pending final decisions on the caravan sites at Pickmere, action with regard to 
the remaining unsatisfactory moveable dwellings there was suspended, since on 
certain sites there are both caravans and moveable dwellings. 


WATER SUPPLY 
By an order which became operative on 1st April 1961 the Council ceased 
to be a water undertaking and the whole of the Rural District came into the 


area of supply of the Manchester Corporation Water Committee. 


Supplies generally continued to be adequate but various schemes for 
improving the system were in hand at the end of the year. 


So far as can be ascertained only about 50 isolated houses with a resident- 
ial population of about 130 persons are not supplied from public mains. 
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DRAINAGE AND SEWERAGE 


The Council's Engineer and Surveyor has prepared a scheme for extension of 
the sewage disposal works at Partington and a major sewerage and sewage disposal 
scheme for the parish of Mobberley. A start on these schemes is expected 
during 1962, whilst work has been commenced on the preparation of a scheme for 
the parish of Carrington. 


Arrangements were made for sewage from Manchester Airport and the Carrington 
Works of the Shell Company to be treated at works owned by the Manchester 
Corporation. 


A small sewerage extension at Ashley was completed during the year. 


The conversion of pail closets both as a result of action by the Department 
in the sewered areas and voluntarily with the aid of Improvement and Standard 
Grants or otherwise continued to reduce the number of such closets! requiring 
weekly emptying, but much remains to be done in this field. 


The cesspool emptier, when not engaged on night soil collection, cleared 
150 tanks (representing 224 loads removed) for which an Income of £280 was 
received. 


PUBLIC CLEANSING 


The refuse collection fleet of four large and one small freighter became 
fully engaged, and in October a further bulk loading machine was ordered in 
anticipation of still greater demands on the service. 


Collections are made weekly in all parishes and more frequently at 
Manchester Airport, the Partington Shopping Centre and various canteens and 
hotels where the necessity arises. 


A detailed survey of the routes in November showed few opportunities for 
improvements, but did give a useful picture for the possible introduction of 
an incentive bonus scheme. 


The depot facilities continued to be quite inadequate and the acquisition 
of suitable premises is of great importance. 


The Ferguson tractor purchased in 1958 had to be written off in September 
following fracture of the arms and a replacement was purchased. This helped 
to keep the tips in order but was of little use as an excavator. 


Tipping was completed at both the Agden and Pickmere tips and these were 
levelled, soiled and handed back to the respective owners as useful land. A 
small pit at Pickmere continued in use but the two main tips are now at 
Warburton and Mobberley. 


MILK 


Five distributors of milk trading from premises within the district are 
registered under the Milk and Dairies (General) Regulations 1959. 


Being a designated area only designated milk may be sold in the district 
and following the introduction of the Milk (Special Designations) Regulations 
1960 the Cheshire County Council, as the Food and Drugs Authority, became the 
Authority to issue licences to milk distributors to use Special Designations 
with effect from lst January 1961, 


The County Council began to concentrate milk sampling on farms on those 
where the milk is being retailed raw to the public, all samples being specially 
examined for Brucella infection. The milk from two herds gave positive Brucella 
samples but no samples proved to be Tuberculous. 
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MEAT AND OTHER FOODS 


When the Construction Regulations for slaughterhouses became operative 
in the Rural District on lst July 1961, four of the previous six private 
slaughterhouses which had not been brought up to the statutory standard 
were closed. The two which had been improved were licensed and continued 
to operate. The alterations to these premises resulted in a higher standard 
of hygiene and improved the facilities for meat inspection. 


The number of animals inspected and the number affected with disease 
are shown in the table overleaf. As might be expected, there was a decrease 
in the number killed, with the exception of sheep and lambs, as compared with 
1960. 


For the first time since meat inspection was resumed in 1954 no 
tuberculosis was found in cattle and less than 1% of the pigs inspected were 
found to have this infection. 


The amount of serious disease was less in all categories.

The Cheshire County Council are the Shops Act Authority the Council being 
only concerned with the provision of sanitary accommodation. 


SWIMMING BATHS 


There is only one public swimming bath in the district. This is an open-air 
bath used only in the summer. No contravention of the Byelaws was found and 
samples of the water proved satisfactory. The water is obtained direct from the 
mains and a chlorination plant is used. Tests for residual chlorine were 
positive on every occasion when visits were made. 
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PET SHOPS 


Two premises are licensed under the Pet Animals Act 1951. One is a kennels 
and the other a bird, fish and small animals dealer. 


AIR POLLUTION 


Most of the district is rural in character but the industrial and residential 
development in the parishes of Carrington and Partington do present serious air 
pollution problems. Owing to pressure of other work no progress could be made 
with the survey necessary as a preliminary to the declaration of a smoke control 
area in Partington. 


The Council are represented on the Manchester and District Regional Clean 
Air Council and on a Joint Conference of 7 local authorities in Lancashire and 
Cheshire which undertakes a sivdy of air pollution in the area to the south 
west of Manchester. An Advisory Sub-Committee of officers meet regularly to 
discuss problems arising under the Clean Air Act. 


SLAUGHTER OF ANIMALS ACT 1958 


Two initial Licences and 21 renewal Licences were issued authorising the 
holders to slaughter or stun animals in a slaughterhouse or Knacker's Yard. 


RODENT CONTROL 


The Council employ a full-time Rodent Operator who is provided with a van, 
At the end of the year 26 Contracts to the value of £300 were in force.
